Gam p Not to Bp Sold 


Beginning with July 1, Lee county: 
hunters wishing to shoot a wild duck, i 
prairie chicken or a rabbit or any 
other wild game, will first have to 
t ake out. a license from tiie county j 
clerk, and pay #1.10 for the same, j 
After that date should a man be rid- j 
ing along the highway and see a squir­ 
rel or prairie chicken along the road 
and take up a gun or revolver and 
shoot, at it he will lay himself liable to 
a fine of not iess than #25 or more than 
# 0. The charge against him will be 
that of a misdemeanor and besides 
there will be ten men whose time will 
be wholly taken up in traveling about 
the state hunting up such cases. 
The 
license fee of $1.10, which each hunter 
must pay every year, will go to a fund 
to pay the ten men for hunting up the 
cases. 
The condition, named above, 
is the result of a new game law that 
has passed the legislature, and which 
on the 28th of last month received the 
signature of the governor. 
The new 
law is the most drast ic on the hunting 
question of any that has ever before 
been passed by the legislature. 
The new law will affect the hunting 
in the Green River district, including 
the Mineral and (¡old swamp lands, 
more than other section of t his vicin j 
ity. 
First of all will be the shutting! 
out of t he men who have been hunting ; 
for thi' market, and secondly the class 
of men who have been gathering the i 
eggs of ducks, mud hens, lly-up the-¡ 
creeks 
and other 
birds 
and 
shipping 
them 
by 
the 
dozens' 
of crates to the Chicago markets to be 
sold to the men who run bakeries inj 
Chicago. 
Every 
year a number of Í 
men in the Green river district have 
spent the entire duck iiunting season 
in the swamps, and the game they 
have taken has ficen shipped to Chi­ 
cago to be placed on sale. 
Some times 
these men have killed as high as 240 j 
ducks in a day, and some men have! 
made an average of four days at lno a j 
day. 
i ’nder the new law they sell no I 
ducks at all, and besides are pro­ 
hibited from killing more than fifty 
ducks in one day. 
'The feature of the law which affects I 
the largest number of people is that in j 
relation to the license for hunters. 
No person will be permitted to kill or 
attempt to kill any game during any 
season of the year without first mak­ 
ing application for and receiving a li­ 
cense for which t he fee will be $1.10. 
The only exception to this rule is one 
that will permit, a person to kill game 
in season on his own farm or lands. In ¡ 
addition the law provides that the | 
person who has taken out the licence 
must have the documents with him 
while he is hunting, and be prepared 
to 
exhibit them 
whenever 
he is! 
called upon to do so by the game war- I 
den or any of his deputies. 
The j 
blanks for the license can Re secured ! 
from any town or village clerk in the j 
county, but the remittance must be 
sent to the county clerk. 
In the past 
every person has been privi¡edged to 
hunt free of charge during the open 
season, hut now it. will be different. 
The quail, which were entirely over­ 
looked in the last game law, are the 
first thing to be mentioned in the 
new law, and by it the open season 
will extend from the tenth of No­ 
vember to the twentiethof December. 
'Tiiis is ten days shorter than any 
previous law. 
Prairie chickens cannot 
be killed at all by any one for a period | 
of four years. 
Turtle doves can be ; 
killed only from the first of August to^ 
the first of December. 
Squirrels cam 
be killed ifrom the first of Ju ly until | 
the thirty-first of December. 
The; 
greatest numbesof ducks that can be j 
killed in one day is fifty and the 
greatest number of quails or game 
birds other than ducks twenty-five.! 
Duck shooting after sun-down and be-> 
fore sun rise is prohibited, as is also 1 
the use of blinds or ambushes other j 
than those made
